SENATE IN TENN, 
REJECTS REPEAL 


Group Votes 21-to:11°To 
Retain 25-Year-Old Pro- 
hibition Measure. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 16.— 
(/)—Tennessee’s seriate voted 21-11 
today to keep the state’s 25-year-old 
dry laws on the statute books by re- 
jecting a local option liquor legaliza- 
tion bill, the revenue from which was 
designed -for relief. 

Under the proposal, an_ election 
would have to be held before liquor 
could be legalized in any community. 
Bars would have been banned. 

Favoring passage of the hill, Sen- 
ator Fletcher R. Morgan (Hamilton) 
said he once had been a prohibition- 
ist, but “time has passed and I have 
had an opportunity .to~ observe.” 
“Before prohibition, if: you started 
out to see your best girl and had the 
smell of liquor on your breath, her 
old man would - boot you off- the 
place.” he continued. “Now, if you 
haven’? got a bottle you'd better not 


“Tear down the prohibition statute 
and you place boys and girls in the 
gutter,” countered Senator John R. 
Todd Jr. “I plead for the take of the 
mothers, sons and daughters of this 
state to turn thumbs down on this 
measure.” 

The five republican members voted 
solidly against the bill, ore of them, 
Senator Sam R. Howell, son a 
Methodist clergyman, said its passace 
would mean “the damnation and ruin 
of. the people.”

.at the government's non-payment o 
war debts to the United States mingled 
with hints that America take the lead 
in stabilizing the world’s currencies 
today as the house of commons de- 
bated the 1935-36 budget. 
Labor members were wy tee A vo- 
ciferous in raising the war debts issue, 
George Lansbury, veteran labor lead- 
er, asserting Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Neville Chamberlain balanced 
the budget only by ignoring the debt 
to America. ' 

Sir Herbert Samuel, leader of the 
liberal opposition, joined in the bar- 
rage of potshots aimed at the rose- 
colored budget, wide: 

“I wish the chancellor in his report 
had expressed a desire to secure a 
measure of stabilization of currency 
and could have told us some form of 
a conference contemplated with the 
United States upon which, fully as 
much as upon ourselves and France, 
the decision rests.” 

“Japan depreciates the yen, Amer- 
ica the dollar, Belgium the belga, 
Britain the pound,” Sir Herbert con- 
tinued. “Depreciation is one of the 
prime reasons for the low level at 
which the state of the world con- 
tinues. 

“I regret that the chancellor has 
made no eurvey of this important 
factor.” 

Furney Braithwaite, 
echoed Samuel's hope for 
leadership in stabilization. 

“President Roosevelt torpedoed the 
world economic conference 
don in 1933) because he was anxious 
to tinker with his own currency and 
ane gages his New Deal,” Braithwaite 
said. 

“Now, two years later, having kept 
his country’s wages and prices at ar- 
tificial levels, he sees prices falling 
despite all his efforts, while wages, 
having been fixed in the meantime. 
present him a very difficult political 
problem. 

“IT think that before we are very 
much older there may be a request 
from the United States for holding a 
new world economic conference to 
which I hope this country will not be 
slow to respond. America is already 
flying signals of distress as far as

Senate Passes Bill 
To Regulate Buses 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—(?)— 
The senate today passed the Wheeler- 
Eastman bill providing for regulation 
of motor buses and trucks by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. It 
now goes to the house. 

Passage of this controverted meas- 
ure was achieved in record time con- 
sidering the eight years the subject 
had been before congress. It was tak- 
en up only yesterday on the floor and 
approval came today after less than an 
hour's perfunctory discussion. 

First of a series of measures to co- 
ordinate federal control over all forms 
of transportation, the bill would re- 
quire common carriers by motor to 
obtain certificates of public conven- 
jence. 

Rates also would be regulated.

Professor J. Douglas Brown, of 
Princeton University, termed as im- 
practicable federal-state co-operation 
in old-age pension plans and proposed 
a wholly national insurance system. 

Their views were given in papers 
prepared for today’s sessions, the 
semi-annual meeting of the academy 
which was concluded tonight with a 
dinner. 

Linton, a member of the actuarial 
committee appointed in connection 
with federal social security legisla- 
tion, said that projected compulsory 
contributory plans for old-age pensions 
had no safe precedent and presented 
future problems with which actuaries 
felt unable to cope. 

Under the old-age assistance ppo- 
gram, which provides pensions with- 
out individual participation and which 
calls for a fifty-fifty co-operation of 
the states and federal government, the 
federal appropriation for the first year 
would be less than $50,000,000, Lin- 
ton said. Although he said he favored 
the assistance plan, Linton asserted 
the country should be prepared with- 
in ten years for a total burden of 
approximately $1,000,000.000. 

“The basis of operation proposed 
in Washington requires the accumula- 
tion of huge reserves ea any- 
where from 15 billions (committee on 
economic security plan) to 50 billions 
(secretary of the treasury plan) with 
the house committee’s plan involvire 
some 30 hillions,” said Linton. 

“Entirely apart from the economic 
consequences of accumulation of such 
huge funds, they would be subject to 
grave risk from other points of view. 

“First, income will exeeed outgo 
for many yeatfs, ... Actuarial theory 
will mean nothing. . . . Furthermore, 
the building of large funds may 
easily stimulate political pressure to 
‘invest’ the funds back home in the 
state where the funds originated -in 
the first place. A great spending orgy 
might easily develop... Again, there 
would he the.temptation in times. of 
severe dépression, when-it is hard; to 
levy new taxes, to use the accumulated 
funds for emergency purposes. This 
actually happened last year in France. 

“It may well turn out,” Linten 
concluded. “eventually that the only 
practicable solution is for each gen- 
eration to cope with its own old age 
problem within the-limit of its eco- 
nomic ability.’ 

Graham also said there was a ne- 
cessity of. abstgining “as far a& por- 
sible from measuring the world of to- 
morrow by the world of today.” 

“Since this is not a static world,” 
he declared, “it would seem impdssibie 
to devise a so0cial insurance system 
based on present values and present 
estimates of future ralues without se- 
riously iy sages, our projections and 
providing for almost continuous ad- 
justments and corréctions.” 

Professor Brown said the states 
would be unable to withstand a sus- 
tained drive for a costly relief pro- 
gram such as the Townsend program, 
and added that “the best service which 
fhe federal government can render 
both itself and to the states is thé 
inauguration of a national old-age 
insurance program.”

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Some observers interpreted the gov- 
ernor’s announcement yesterday as an 


excursion into national politics but 


none ventured an opinion as to what 
office he might have in mind. Pre- 
dictions have been made that he would 
be a eandidate for the United States 
senate against Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr. in 1936. He frequently 
has said his ambition was to be secre- 
tary of agriculture. 

Writing in his weekly newspaper, 
the Statesman, Talmadge carried on 
his campaign against Secretary Wal- 
lace and others yesterday with the 
statement that Wallace “virtually” 
told an audience in Atlanta Saturday 
that “those who did not sanction de- 
struction of crops were radicals.” 

“Wallace virtually said we should 
cut down our acreage here in America, 
plow up cotton and import cottonseed 
meal from China and increase our im- 
portation of cotton goods two thous- 
and fold from Japan and other for- 
eign countries. ... 

“Ah, Mr. Wallace, et al., the strong 
S. A.—the 
ioneer blood in this good old 
. A. can stagger along a long 
time loaded down with such relievers 
and destroyers as you and your crowd 
but there is coming a day and Wash- 
ington is going to have the peace and 
serenity that comes when the witch- 
craft days are over. 

“Washington is going to have some 
of those long acres and acres of halls 
and office buildings emptied. Wash- 
ington is going to stop most of this 
crazy processing tax.” 

Southern Mills Back Fight. 

Southern textile owners generally 
applaud the militant fight of the 
northern mills against the cotton proe- 
essing tax but they think poor judg- 
ment was used in lugging in the sec- 
tional wage differential. 

“The New England men are doing 
good work in putting the fire under 
Roosevelt and Wallace but they show 
poor judgment in fighting the south’s 
differential,” said one prominent tev- 
tile owner who asked that his name 
not be used. 

“The minimum wage in the south 
is $12 per week and in New England 
$13 per week,” he continued, “but 
the south generally furnishes mill 
houses and maintains these véllages 
with all modern conveniences, while 
in the north employes have to go out 
and rent houses which often are high- 
priced.” 

Legal Action “Only Way.” 

“Apparently the only way in which 
the tax can be eliminated will be 
through legal action,” said Secretary 
Forbes, of the Georgia association. 
“because Mr. Wallace seems to have 
made up his mind that he is going 
to keep it regardless of whether it is 
right or wrong.” 

Referring to the agricultural sec- 
retary’s speech here Saturday nigh 
last, Forbes said: q 

“Mr. Wallace charged here that the 
textile manufacturers were _short- 
sighted. It seems to me the admin- 
istration is more than short-sighted 
through its unwillingness to correct 
a situation the facts of which have 
shown have been very dangerous to 
the market.” 

Association Meets: Soon. , 

The attitude of the American Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ Association toward 
the cotton processing tax is expected 
to be set forth at the annual meeting 
of that body next week in Angusta. 

W. M. MeLaurine, of Charlotte, 
N. C., secretary of the association, 
predicted an “enorméus attendance” 
at the Augusta convention because 
of the intense interest among south- 
ern textile manufacturers in the in- 
dustry’s problems. He said there un- 
doubtedly would be a discussion of 
conditions in the industry*rélating to 
the processing tax, foreigh competi- 
tion and monetary policies of several 
nations. 

Cotton manufacturers of the Caro- 
linas were reluctant to express opin- 
ions on the possibility of joining New 
England operators in a legal fight 
against the tax. Generally, however, 
they were of the opinion the tax has 
been detrimental to the industry. 

Fred M. Allen, of Gastonia, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Southern Combed 
Yarn Spinners’ Association, said it 
had for months been demanding re- 
moval of the processing tax and was 
working with other associations to 
place before the administration “the 
truly serious conditions brought about 
by the tax, conditions which are be- 
coming more acute daily.”

James Sinclair, president of the Fall 
River (Mass.) Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association, who declared yesterday he 
would rather go to jail than pay the 
cotton tax, asserted he would close 
his mill and discharge 750 employes 
as a protest against the levy. 

Privately AAA officials expressed 
fear that concentration of attacks on 
the cotton tax in congress will result 
in its abandonment. They said that 
other processing levies probably would 
be centered on in turn. 

Nor was there any comfort in word 
regarding the AAA amendments. 

Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, chairman of the senate agri- 
culture committee, added that the 
chances of passage. were highly prob- 
lematical. Secretary Wallace said 
after testifying before the house agri- 
culture committee on the Jones bill 
to finance tenant ownership of farm 
homes that “we still want them,” but 
a prominent house member said he 
saw little prospect for their enact- 
ment. 

Wallace had said previously that 
failure of the amendments would 
probably result in abandonment of the 
AAA marketing agreement program, 
throwing the entire adjustment pro- 
gram out of balance. 

The amendments are aimed at plug- 
ging up holes in the adjustment act 
discovered during the past two years 
of operation and the many court ac- 
tions which have resulted from efforts 
to enforce it. 

There were authoritative indications 
on the house side of the capitol, mean- 
while, that when the amendments are 
aguin considered by the house com- 
mittee, which once reported them out 
and recalled them, Wallace’s powers 
to license handlers of farm commod- 
ities will be confined to milk and a 
few commodities not named as “basic.” 

Added to accumulated AAA worries 
was concern over the drouth situation 
in the southwest. 

Cotton textile men, pressing relent- 
lessly their drive against the. process- 
ing tax, said a number of mills prob- 
ably would close within the next few 
days in protest against the levy. 

As northern mill men planned a 
legal assault against the tax, they 
expected the first test case would 
reach the circuit court of appeals next 
week. This is the case of the Hoosac 
mills, of New Bedford.

Bedford to South American cities, 

Spokesmen for the National Asso- 
ciation of Cotton Manufacturers said 
a number of their members were in- 
clined to follow the example of Sin- 
clair.

POWERS CENSURE REICH 
IN JOINT RESOLUTION 
(Copyright, 1985, by the Associated Press.) 

GENEVA, April 16.—France, 
Britain and Italy today asked the 
League of Nations to censure Adolf 
Hitler for rearming Germany in viola- 
tion of treaties, and punish nations 
which repudiate treaties in the future. 

A resolution the three powers joint- 
ly introduced at today’s session of the 
League counci' asserted Germany had 
failed “in the duty which lies upon 
all members of the international com- 
munity to respect the undertakings 
they have contracted.” 

France, in a memorandum accom- 
panying the resolution, declared flat- 
ly the German initiative of March 16 
(Hitler’s renewal of compulsory mill- 


A German government spokesman 
said at Berlin “you may be certain if 
this goes through the League of Na- 
tions, Germany never will rejoin it.” 

The tri-power resolution declared 
Germany’s rearmament equivalent to 
repudiation of the treaty of Versail- 
les an! condemned, in unequivocal fan- 
guage, “any unilateral repudiation of 
international obligations.”’

violations, This was regarded here as 
an effort to take some of the sting 
out of the document. 

German circles here, however, were 
quick to declare the resolution too 
strong. It will hinder Germany’s par- 
ticipation in collective peace arrange- 
ments, they said. 

The League council’s eventual action 
on the resolution, authorities assert- 
ed, assuredly will affect the future of 
the League of Nations and that of 
Europe itself. 

Dissension Flares. 

Dissension among members of the 
council flared up immediately after 
introduction of the resolution, which 
Foreign Minister Pierre Laval, of 
France, Foreign Secretary Sir John 
Simon, of England, and Baron Pompeo 
Aloisi of Italy, all supported in 
speeches. : 

Tall, erect Joseph Beck, foreign 
minister of Poland, pointed out that 
the Warsaw government has taken 
no parts in negotiations leading up to 
the present situation and said Poles 
were suspicious of demands for new 
peace accords such as were proposed 
in the resolution. 

“We fear that new accords,” he 
said; “may hinder and weaken the 
regime of nonaggression on Poland’s 
eastern frontier or compromise our 
friendly relations with our western 
neighbors.” 

Dr. Munch, the Danish representa- 
tive, said he had “serious doubts” con- 
cerning certain points raised in the 
memorandum and would have to con- 
sult the government at Copenhagen. 

Salvador De Madariaga, of Spain, 
reserved the right to introduce amend- 
ments, 

No vote was taken on the resolu- 
tion today, the council adjourning un- 
til tomorrow after debating it briefly. 

The tri-power resolution, after argu- 
ing that “scrupulous respects of all 
treaty obligations” is fundamental in 
international life and essential to the 
maintenance of peace, declared no 
power “can liberate itself from the 
engagements of a treaty nor modify 
the stipulations thereof unless with 
the consent of the other contracting 
parties.” 

Germany’s restoration March 16 of 
military conscription, banned by the 
Versailles treaty, “conflicts with the 
principle,’ the resolution continued, 
and her unilateral action “must neces- 
sarily appear to be a threat to Huro- 
pean peace. 

The document then pointed out that 
Germany took her action while nego- 
tiations for putting into effect the 
Anglo-French. security plan drafted 
February 3, were gping. on. 

List of Proposals. 

It proposed that the council: 

1. Declare “Germany has failed in 
the duty which lies upon all members 
of the international community to re- 
spect undertakings which they have 
contracted,” and condemn “any unilat- 
eral repudiation of international ob- 
ligations ;’’ 

2. Invite “the governments which 
took the initiative in the plan of Feb- 
ruary 3, or which gave approval to 
it to continue the negotiations so in- 
itiated and, in particular, to promote 
the conclusion within the framework 
of the League of -Nations of agree- 
ments which appear necessary to at- 
tain the objects defined by _ this 
nie. 4 AS" ’ 

3. “Request the committee (of the 
League council) to call into play all 
the appropriate measures on the part 
of the members of the League” to pre- 
vent unilateral repudiation of treaties 
and “request the committee to propose 
for this purpose measures to render 
the covenant more effective in the or- 
ganization of collective security, and 
to define the particular economic and 
financial measures which might be 
applied,” should any state in_ the 
future, whether or not member of the 
League, “endanger peace by unilateral 
repudiation of its international obliga- 
tions.” 

The French memorandum  accom- 
panying the resolution said flatly “the 
German initiative of March 16 must 
be condemned” and “measures must 
be envisaged to render the (Versail- 
les) pact more efficacious in the fu- 
ture by the organization of collective 
security.” : 

France expressed confidence in the 
League, that it would not “fail in its 
mission,” and asserted the French 
government had shown by. acts its de- 
sire for peace. ; 

“We are not distinguishing among 
nations,” it continued.

_ Digesting the Howell recommenda- 
tions and praising him for his expres- 
sion, Chairman McSwain issued the 
following formal statement : 

“I have just received a letter from 
the Hon. Clark Howell, editor of 
The Atlanta Constitution, who was 
¢hairman of the Federal Aviation Com- 
mission, appointed by the president by 
authority of law. I have invited al]l of 
the members of the commission to ap- 
pear before the committee on military 
affairs to explain in detail some of 
their views, and as it was not con- 
venient for Mr. Howell to come to 
Washington, I invited him to write me 
a letter in response to a number of 
questions I submitted fp him in writ- 
ing. “- 

“The letter of Mr. Howell, coming 
as it does from such a distinguished 
citizen who was honored by the pres- 
ident with the chairmanship of the 
aviation commission, is entitled to the 
highest consideration: The entire let- 
ter stamps Mr. Howell as a broad- 
minded statesman and a far-seeing 
patriot. 


Air Ministry Urged. 


“Among other things, he states his 
belief that sooner or later the United 
States must set up a department for 
air having under its jurisdiction air 
defense matters and commercial trans- 
portation. Furthermore, Mr. Howell 
states that he believes in a depart- 
‘ment of national defense with three 
subsecretaries for the army, the navy 
and the air force, respectively. Pend- 
ing such legislation, Mr. Howell ex- 
presses the belief that under existing 
law there should be appointed assist- 
ant secretaries for aviation in both 
the war and navy departments. 


“Mr. Howell visited Europe in or- 
der to study their defense organiza- 
tions and found their opposition to 
the separate air ministries on the 
part of both the generals of the 
ground army and the admirals of the 
fleet. Due to this opposition and in- 
evitable jealousy, there is a lack of 
co-operation between the army and the 
navy which is commented on in_the 
report of the Federal Aviation Com- 
mission. : 

“The present promotion problem in 
the air corps is commented on by Mr. 
Howell in his letter and its deplorable 
condition criticized. Mr. Howell says 
that the United States is far ahead 
of any European nation in the matter 
of commercial aviation. While Euro- 
pean nations are better prepared for 
instant war astion than we are, yet 
we, in a reasonable time, could be- 
come prepared to avert any serious at- 
tack. Mr. Howell devotes much space 
in his letter to the procurement prob- 
lem of aircraft for the army and the 
navy and favors the buying of the 
best airplanes regardless of the price. 


Defense Measures. 

“Mr. Howell also favors the estab- 
lishment of strategy in air defense 
bases on both the ocean fronts, with 
adequate supply bases, further inland, 
where machine shops, fuel and units 
could be protected and stored. fFor- 
tunately, our committee on military 
affairs has recently reported such a 
bill favorably. All we need now is the 
money to do the work. Doubtless, the 
fattitude of Mr. Howell will do much 
to crystallize public opinion in the 
United States upon the inadequacy 
of our air defense program and the 
necessity for increasing our air force 
and giving it greater independent ac- 
tion. 

“It is significant that the individ- 
ual views of Mr. Howell go further 
than the views of the Federal Aviation 
Commission as a whole. Such is nat- 
ural.

Harriman recommended a number 
of specific changes in the law, includ- 
ing a limitation of its scope to purely 
interstate commerce, but he-urged that 
the labor section 7 (A) shouid be re- 
tained as it is, so that a court test 
might be had upon it. 

Hamilten told the committee NRA 
had been blamed for many monopolis- 


-tic practices which had been in effect 


long before the recovery law was en- 
acted. He said the administration of 
the anti-trust laws had not been overly 
effective when they were in full force. 

During the 40 years the laws were 
on the books prior to 1930, Hamilton 
said, only 40 or 50 individuals were 
sent to jail under them and fines of 
less than $2,000,000 were coliected, 
though during that period the concen- 
tration of industrial resources in- 
creased. 

He said that by properly writing 
the new recovery law it would be “a 
very valuable addition to and supple- 
ment of the anti-trust acts.” 

Hamilton cited the :luminum indus- 
try as one that had presented a prob- 
lem to NRA and suggested that if it 
was necessary to place a floor under 
prices in such industries as coal, it 
might be equally desirable to put a 
ceiling over the price of aluminum. 

Harriman said too much was at- 
tempted under the original law, and 
that its scope should have been limit- 
ed to big. businesses in interstate com- 
merce. adding “that the 18th amend- 
ment taught us the difficulty of at- 
tempting to enforce an act which af- 
fected a large and hostile minority.” 

“Nevertheless,” he added, “my faith 
in the basic principles of the NRA is 
unshaken, and I again appear on be- 
half of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, to urge, with cer- 
tain specific changes, an extension of 
the act.” :

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A NEW TRAFFIC ARTERY 

The extension of Williams street 
to a junction with Peachtree in the 
vicinity of Brookwood, sponsored 
as a federal aid project by Council- 
man Hastings and approved by coun- 
cil, would be a definite step to- 
ward providing a new traffic artery 
running from the heart of the busi- 
ness district to the northern limits 


of the city. 
During the past decade and a half 


Buckhead, and beyond, and bound- 
ed on the east and west by Pied- 
mont and Howell Mill roads, has 
grown by leaps and bounds. Prac- 
tically the entire territory is now 
dotted with homes, with numerous 
large apartment houses bordering 
Peachtree road. 

The increase in population in this 
outlying section of the city has 
brought a heavy growth in traffic, 
the greater part of which must still 
use Peachtree road from the junc- 
tion of Spring street. As a result, 
badly congested traffic conditions 
have developed in the Brookwood 
Stretch, which is the funnel through 
which much of the traffic leaving 
the center of the city on Peachtree, 
West Peachtree and Spring streets 
must pour. 


The extension of Williams street, 
which leaves the center of the city 
at the Candler building, to a point 
north of the Peachtree station at 
Brookwood, would eliminate this 
congestion by furnishing a direct 
boulevard on which the movement 
of automobiles would not be ham- 
pered by street cars, as in the case 
of Peachtree road. 


In addition, congestion would be 
lessened in the several boulevards 
now running northward from the 
business center, The development 
of Williams street will be in keep- 
ing with the addition of new traffic 
arteries in this area in the past. 
When conditions became congested 
on Peachtree, West Peachtree was 
broadened and extended and later, 
with the further increase in the load 
of traffic, Spring street was added. 
Now the latter street is so con-

others. 

On Monday the city councils of 
both East Point and College Park 
unanimously voted for the adoption 
of daylight saving time during the

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Q— 
While ‘the -White House carefully 
guarded itself against premature com- 
mitment, Chairman Harrison, of the 
senate finance committee, today com- 
pleted the draft of a $1/300,000,000 
compromise bonus bill he -will intro- 
|duce tonmorrow in his capacity as’ ad- 
ministration leader on the issue. 

An informal warning was sounded 
at the White House that President 
Roosevelt was not committed to any 
specific measure, but his leaders on 
Capitol Hill were confident he would 
approve the bill to be offered by Har- 
rison. ‘ 

Not Yet Seen by F. D. R. 

The tall Mississippian adinitted 
President Roosevelt had not yet seen 
the bill, as he only completed it today. 

In senate circles, it was understood 
President Roosevelt did not want to 
be put in the position of accepting the 
bill ahead of time, but that if it or 
something like it. were sent to him by 
congress he would sign it. 

The White House said Mr. Ronse- 
velt would speak when and if the 
bonus bill was sent to him. Both at 
the White ‘House and on Capitol Hill 
it was understood there was some 
doubt whether the president would 
send a message to congress on the sub- 
ject as was suggested last week. Those 
in close touch with the president said 
this depended upon developments 

While he completed the draft today, 
Harrison continued to guard its de- 
tails pending formal introduction. He 
disclosed.. however,. that the bill was 
estimated to cost $1,300,000,000, which 
he said was $1,000,000,000 less than 
the Patman bill passed by the houne, 
but $500,000,000 more: than the prés- 
ent law. 

Under the Harrison proposal, tbe 
maturity date of the certificates would 
be advanced from 1945 to 19388, 

Provisions of Measure 

It was understood the bill did not 
propose to offer cash on the present 
value of the certificates but to pro- 
pose an exchange under which rveter- 
ans could, if they wished, obtain nego- 
tiable bonds which would be readily 
convertible into cash because of the 
interest they offered for the next three 
years. 

Harrison formally notified his com- 
mittee today that hearings on the. bo- 
nus question would be held Mon@sy 
and Tuesday of next week. He hopes 
to speedily report out the bill and get 
the issue settled as soon as possible. 

Both in the committee and on the 
senate floor the compromise bill wil) 
have to match votes with the Patman 
bill passed by the house and Vinson 
measure advocated by the American 
Legion. 

The Patman bill proposes cashing 
the bonus now with new money. The 
Vinson bill would cash the bonus, but 
leave up to the Treasury the question 
of where the money was drawn from. 


Mine Blast Entombs” 
Seven in Nova Scotia 


STELLARTON, N. S., April 16.— 
(?)—Seven miners were believed to 
have been killed today in a terrific 
explosion that hurled hundreds of 
tons of rock and coal down on their 
diggings in the Allan shaft of the 
Acadia Coal Company. 

In 1918 there were 88 men killed 
in the same shaft. 

The men were entombed 1.500 feet 
underground and rescue workers’ ef- 
forts to reach them through a heavy 
barrier of fallen debrig were futile. 
Fellow workers expressed belief the 
men had been killed outright by the 
falling rock and coal. 

Superintendent D. H. McLean said 
all others of the 196 miners were ac- 
counted for. 

Cause of the explosion was not de- 
termined. One theory was that the 
explosion originated in a “shot” of 
powder used to loosen coal.

Residuary Estate Is To Be 
Divided Betwéen Widow} . 
Daughter. 


NEW YORK,. April 16.—(4)—The 
will of Adolph S. Ochs, made public 
tonight, leaves control of» the..New 
York Times to three relatives-and di- 
rects that the publisher's residuary 
estate be divided between his widow 
and daughter. 

The controlling interest in.the news- 
paper, which Ochs built from a°foun- 
dering daily te a journal of interna- 
tional importance, passes under , the 


terms of the document of. Julius Ochs’ 


Adler, nephew; Mrs. Iphigene Ochs 
Sulzberger, daughter, and. Arthur 
Hays Sulzberger, son-in-law. 

After making numerous. outright be- 
quests to universities, relatives, em- 
ployes and others, mostly of stock in 
the New York Times ‘Company, Mr. 
Ochs directed that the income. from 
the rest of his estate be divided: be- 
tween Mrs. Sulzberger, his daughter, 
and Mrs Effie Wise Ochs, his widow. 

The will, filed for probate in. the 
Westchester county surrogate’s court 
at White Plains, made no estimate 
of the value of.the estate. ~ ~-° 

As executors .and trustees, the 
nephew, who also receives an indeter- 
minate legacy of stock, the. daughter 
and son-in-law are empowered to carry 
on the publication of the New York 
Times without restriction. 

Mr. Ochs expressed confidence that 
they would, “withéut any recommen- 
dations or suggestions from me,” exer- 
cise their contro] “to perpetuate the 
New York Times as an institution 
a with a high public duty, and 
that 
render completely effective my en- 
deavor to maintain the New York 
Times as an. independent newspaper, 
entirely fearless, free of ulterior in- 
fluence, and unselfishly devoted to the 
public welfare without regard to in- 
dividual advantage or ambition, the 
claims of party polities or the voice 
of religious or personal prejudice or 
predilection.” * - 

He exoressed the same _ thought 
with respect to -the Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) Times, which becomes part 
of his residuary estate.. He said it 
was his hope that the Chattanooga 
Times, which is under ‘the. general 
managership of A. Shelby Ochs, a 
nephew, would “continue to be con- 
ducted as it has been under my owner- 
ship and control. for more.than 50 
years.”

Murphy, at 410 Merritts avenue, N. 
E. He was 86. 

He was president and founder of 
the. David T. Howard undertaking 
establishment and had been in buai- 
ness in Atlanta 53 years. 

Born near Crawfordville, Howard 
was a slavé of Colonel T. B, Howar7. 
father of William Schley Howard, the 
prominent Aflanta lawyer. 

After the War Between the States 
Howard came to Atlanta and in 1880 
established his first funeral directing 
company on Marietta street. Later te 
was located at “Broad and Walton 
streets and in 1915 he moved his con- 
pany to Piedmont. avenue, its present 
location. 

The David T. Howard school on 
Houston street is named after him, 
and he was known as a patron of the 
colored Y; M. C. A., to which he gave 
thousands of dollars during his life. 

He was charitable and interested 
in his gace and devoted much of his 
time to its betterment.
